“ The character of the money which shall 
measure our values and exchanges and get- 
tle our balances with one another and with 
the nations of the world is of such primary 
importance and so far-reaching in its con- 
sequences as to call for the most paifstak- 
ing investigation, and, in the end, a sober 
and unprejudiced judgment the polls. 
We must not be misled by phrases. nor de- 
luded by false theories. Free silver would 
mot mean that dgilver dollars were to be 
freely had without cost or labor. Ii would 
mean the free use of the mints of the 
United States for the few who are owners 
of giiver bullion, but would make silver coin 
no freer to the many who are engaged in 

‘other enterprises. It would not make la- 
bor easier, the hours of labor shorter, or 
* the pay better. It would not make farming 
less laborious. or more profitable. It would 
not start a factory or make a demand for 
an additional day's labor. It would create 
no new occupations. It would add nothing 
to the comfort of the masses, the capital 
of the people, or the wealth of the Nation. 
It seeks to introduce a new measure of 
) value, but would add no value to the thing 
“measured. It would not conserve values. 
On the contrary, it would derange all exist- 
ing values. It would not restore business

* Bimetallism cannot be secured by inde- 
pendent action on our part. It cannot 
Obtained by opening our mints to the un- 
limited coinage of the silver of the world, at 
a ratio of sixteen ounces of silver to one | 
ounce of gold, when the commercial ratio is 
more than thirty ounces of'silver to one 
Mexico and China have made 
the experiment. Mexico has free coinage of 
silver and gold at a ratio slightly in ex- | 
cess of sixteen and a haif ounces of silver 
to one ounce of gold; and while her mints 
are freely oper to both metals at thai ratio, 
not a single dollar in gold bullion is coined 
and circulated as money Gold has been 
driven cut of circulation in these countries, 
and they are on a silver basis alone. Until 
international agreement is had, it is the 
plain duty of the United States ito main- 
tain the gold standard. It is the recognized 
and sole standard of the great commercial 
nations of the world, with which we trade 
more, largely than any other. Eighty-four 
per cent. of our foreign trade for the fiscal 
year 1895 was with gold-standard countries, 
and our trade with other countries was set- 
tied on a gold basis.

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We Now Have More Silver than Gold. 

“Chiefly by means of legislation, during 
and since 1878, there has been put in cir- 
culation more than $624,060,000 of silver, 
or its representative. This has been done | 
in the honest effort to give to silver, i? 
possible, the same bullion and coinage val- 
ue, and encourage the concurrent use of 
both gold and silver as money. Prior to 
that time there had been less than nine mill- 
fons of silver dollars coined tn the entire | 
history of the United States, a period of 
eighty-nine years, This legislation se- 
cured the largest use of silver consistent 
with financial safety and the pledge to 
maintain its parity with gold. We have 
to-day more aliver than-gold. This has 
been accomplished at times with grave peril 
to the public credit. The so-called Sherman 
law sought to use ell the silver product of 
the United States for money at its market 
value. From i880 to 1883 the Government 
purchased 4,500,000 ounces of silver a 
month, or 54,000,000 ounces a year. This 
was one-third of the product of the world 
and practically all of this country’s prod- 
uct.

‘““We believe that the interests of .the 
people demand that the earnings of trade, 
agriculture, manufactures, and commerce, 
and especially the wages of labor, should 
be paid in money of the greatest intrinsic 
value and of the highest standard adopied 
hy the civilized nations of the world. We 
are, therefore, unalterably opposed to all 
devices and schemes for the debasement of 
our currency. 

“We belleve that the Federal Govern- 
of banking. We. therefore demand the re- 
peal of all laws authorizing the iSsue or re- 
issue of legal-tender or Treasury notes by 
the Government; they should form no part 
of the currency of the people. We favor 
the enactment by Congress of such legisila- 
tion as will secure banking currency ample 
in volume for all the needs of business, 
absolutely secure under every contingency, 
and at all times redeemable tn gold. 

“Sinee the Democratic Party of New- 
Jersey announced these sound principles, an 
atiempt has been made to commit the 
Democratic Party of the Nation to the 
policy of free, unlimited coinage of legal- 
tender silver doliars at the legal ratio of 
16 to 1, and to make such silver dollars the 
money in which shall be paid all debts, 
public and private, present and future.

VERY TAME ROUTINE. 


No “ Show Business’ About the Pro- 
ceedings —Chairman Woodford 
Blonders a Little.

SARATOGA, Avg. 26.—It was plain to be 
seen when all the delegates hed assembled 
in the convention hall to-day that there 
was to be no “show business'’ about to- 
day’s proceedings. Tt was all right enough 
for the machine to allow delegates to vote 
as they saw ‘it on the two ballots of last 
night, just to mask the batteries of the 
machine, but that wouldn’t do for to-day. 
The machine was ready to go ahead The 
masks were ordered off the batteries, which 
promptly were turned on the vagrant 
booms, which they blew so full of holes that 
they were all knocked to pieces by the 
time the first roll call of the day was over. 

The galleries hud big patches of empty 
seats in them. The Aldridge canalets had 
gone home, and it was surmised that nay- 
igation had been resumed on the canals, 
Most of the other candidates’ “ boomers” 
aiso had disappeared. 

There Was but little cheering of celeb- 
ritles Lieut. Gov. Saxton got a warm 
welcome, and the audience rose to tts feet 
and cheered when Mr. Piatt came in. Then 
Gen. Woodford warned the galieries that 
if there was any demonstration he would 
clear the galleries, and after the delegates 
had listened with some impatience and 
no interest to Titus Sheard's answer to 
Warner Miller, the machine got right down 
to business. 

The first roll call furnishe’ the candi- 
dates who had not received the approval 
of the ‘‘boss"' the opportunity for a last 
gasp, and, save for the sullen Aldridge 
vyotés on the final ballot, they were not 
heard of afterward. 

The first roil call of the day clearly 
showed how the machine was moving. 
When Jaco Worth sought to change the 
ninety-two votes of Kings to the Troy 
man, that settled not only the fact that 
Piatt had ordered Black to be nominated, 
but that Timothy L. Woodruff was to be 
booked for second place. When Chemung 
was reached on the tirst call, Mr. Fassett’s 
withdrawal of his own name with the re 
quest that his friends vote for Baxter, was 
a pleasing incident, but that was all. Mr. 
Saxton’s graceful withdrawal of his own 
name and his indorsement of Mr. Black 
would have resuited in the nomination on 
that ballot by the changing of votes, but 
the programme was to proceed in the reg- 
ular roll order, and Chairman Woodford 
refused to allow any changes to be made. 

Then came the final roll call and the ab- 
solute, sway of the machine. Mr, Barnes's 
delivery of Albany’s votes solidly to Black 
started the bail roiling, and it was 
* Biack,” ‘ Biack,” ‘“ Black,” almost all 
the way down the list. Jacob Worth's an- 
mnouncement that, for the first time in 
years, New-York and Kings were unani- 
mous, ecavsed the Kings County men to 
howl themselves hoarse, and when Mr. 
Lauterbach jumped on his chair and called 
for three cheers for Kings there was as 
much applause as when Mr. Lauterbach, 
in an exuberant little speech, delivered the 
134 votes to Black and gave him more 
then enough to nominate. 

There was a demonstration when the 
Rnal result was announced, and Mr. Piatt, 
Mr. Saaton, and Expressman Woote start- 
ed out to find the candidate. 

Mr. Gruber of New-York then found uée 
for his vocal talents. He got on his chair 
and br singing “My Country, ’Tis of 
Thee.” The whole body of ‘delegates got 
to their feet, and, with Gruber conduet- 
ing, the convention sang the hymn in 
chorus and the band chimied in. 

This incident was hardly at an end, and 
the convention was still standing up, when 
Mr. Platt was seen to enter, followed by 
Mr. Black. Then came Mr. Saxton and 
Mr. Foote. Very appropriately Mr, Piatt 
led the procession. ete was a roar ot 
applause, which continued until the candal- 
date and his escort had reached the plat- 
form, when it broke out again with re- 
newed strength and vigor. All the ladies 
wildly waved their handkerchiefs, and hats 
and canes went up nto the air. for a min- 
ute there was considerable enthusiasm in 
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le the path.upon which we aré—

4& Prominent Lawyer of Troy Who 
Has Always Been a Republican. 


SARATOGA, Aug. 26.—Candidate Biack, 
who started for the Executive Chamber 
to-day, was the man who headed a delega- 
tion te that chamber when Goy. Fiower was 
there, and asked for special Executive ac- 
tion in prosecuting the *‘ Pat" Shea case. 
Gov. Flower would not listen to him, and 
essentially he was shown out. 

Mr. Black was Known in Troy simply 
as a lawyer of food sianding up ts a} 
four years ago. He had held no office, and 
apparent!y wanted none. At one time he 
Was apponited receiver for a jarge ecn- 
cern. The place was a remunerative one, 
and the dominant local political machine 
was interested in putting one of its own 
men into Mr. Black's place. Having power 
and influence, it did so. 

Mr. Black got at the roots of the matter 
and was properly indignant. 

“This political machine has been inter- 
fering with my business,’’. he said. “I’m 
going into politics.” 

From that day he became an ardent as- 
pirant for the leadership of the anti-Mur- 
phy machine in Troy. He first came into 
prominence as counsel for a iégisiative 
committee which investigated the Troy 
election .frauds three years ago.

‘The public ex- 
igencies’ demand promt protective legisla- 
tion which will avoid the accumaulation of 
further debt by providing adequate reve- 
nues for the expenses of the Government. 
This is manifestly the requirement of duty. 
If elected President of the lUinited States 
it will be my aim vigorously to promote 
this object and give that ample encourage- 
ment to the occupations of the American 
people which above all else is so impera- 
tively dernanded at this juncture of our Na-

Of the 40 cotton 
have been built in the Southern States 
“This fairly describes the happy 
dition of t’e country in December, 
What has it been since, and what 
now? 
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Our Condition Eight Months Later. 


“Ths messages of President Cleveland 
from the beginning of his second Adminis- 
tration to the present time abound with de- 
seriptions of the deplorable industrial 
financial situation of the country 
no resort to history or official statement Is 
required to advise us of the present condi- 
tion and that which has prevailed during 
the past three years, I venture quote 
from President Clevelar first message, 
Aug. S, 1893, addressed to the Fifty-third 
Congress, which he had called together in 
extraordinary session, 

“*'The existence of an alarming and ex- 
traordinary business situation,’ said he, ‘ in- 
volving the welfare and prosperity of all 
our peeple, has constrained me to :call 
gether in extra session the people's repre- 
sentatives in Congress, to the end that, 
through the wise and patriotic exercise of 
the legislative duties with which they solely 
are charged, the present evils may be miti- 
gated and dangers threatening the future 
may be averted. Our unfortunate financial 
plight is not the result of untoward events, 
nor of conditions related to our natural re- 
sources. Nor is it traceable to any of the 
afflictions which frequentiy check national 
growth and prosperity. With plenteous 
crops, with abundant promise of remunerat- 
ive production and manufacture, with un- 
usual invitation to safe investment, and 
with satisfactory assurances tosbusiness en- 
terprise, suddeniy fnancial distrust and 
fear have sprung up on every side. Nu- 
merous moneyed institutions have suspend- 
ed, because abundent assets were not im- 
mediately available to meet the demands of 
frightened depositors. Surviving corpora- 
tions and individuals are content te keep in 
hand the money they are usualiy anxious to 
loan, and those engaged in legitimate busi- 
ness are surprised to find that the securi- 
ties they offer for loans, though heretofore 
satisfactory, are no longer accepted. Val- 
ues supposed to be fixed are fast becoming 
conjectural, and loss and failure have in- 
vaded every branch of business.’ 
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The Cause of the Change. 


“What a startling and sudden change 
within the ehort period of eight months, 
from December, 1892, to August, 1893. What 
had occurred? A change of Administration; 
all branches of the Government had been 
intrusted to the Democratic Party, which

cember, 1895, $2,104,000,230. The per capita 
of money, too, has been practically the 
same during this whole period. . The qual- 
ity ofthe money has been identical—all 
kept ‘equal to gold. There is nothing con- 
nected with our money, therefore, to ac- 
count for this sudden aggravated industrial 
change. Whatever is to be deprecated in 
our financial system, tt must everywhere 
be admitted that our money has been abso- 
lutely good and has brought neither loss 
nor inconvenience to its holders. A depreci- 
ated currency has not existed to further 
vex the troubled business situation. 


Gooa Money Never Made Times Hard. 


“It ig a mere pretense to attribute the 
hard times to the fact that ail our cur- 
rency is on a gold basis. Good money 
never made times hard. Those who assert 
that our present industrial and financial 
depression is the resuit of the gold stand- 
ard have net read American history aright, 
or been careful students of the events of 
recent years. We never had greater pros- 
perity in this country, in every field of 
employment and industry, than in. the 
busy years from 1880 to 1992, during all of 
which time this country was on a gold 
basis and employed more gold money in 
its fiscal and business operations thai ever 
before.’ We had, too, a protective tarif?, 
under which ample revenues were collect- 
ed for the Government, and an accumu- 
lating surplus, which was constantly ap- 
plied to the payment of the public debt. 

“Let us hold fast to that which we know 
is good, It is not more money we want; 
what we want is to put the money we al- 
ready have at work. When money is em- 
ployed, men are employed. Both always 
have been steadily and remuneratively en- 
gaged during all the years of protective 
tariff legislation. When those who have 
money lack confidence in the stability of 
values and investments they will not part 
with their money. Business is stagnated— 
the life-blood of trade is checked and con- 
gested. We cannot restore the public confi- 
dence by an act which would revolution- 
all values, or an act which entails a 
deficiency in the public revenues. We can- 
not insure confidence by advocating re- 
pudiation or practising dishonesty. We 
cannot restore confidence, either to the 
Treasury or to the people, without a 
change in our present tariff legislation.

“Tq only measure of a general nature 
that affected the Treasury and the employ- 
ments of our people passed by the Fifty- 
third Congress was the general tariff act, 
which did not receive the appraval of the 
President, Whatever virtues may be 
claimed for that act, there is confessedly 
one which it does not possess. It lacks the 
essential virtue of its creation--the raising 
of revenue sufficient to supply the needs of 
the Government. It has at ho time pro- 
vided enough revenue for such needs, but it 
has caused a constant deficiency in the 
Treasury and a steady depletion in the 
earnings of labor and land. t has contrib- 
uted to swell our National depot more than 
$262,000,000—a, sum nearly as great as the 
debt of the Government from Washington 
to Lincoln, including all our foreign wars 
from the Revolution to the rebellion. Since 
its passage work at home has been dimin- 
ished, prices of agricultural products have 
fallen, confidence hag been arrested, and 
general business Qemoralization is gee on 
every hand.

Confidence in 
home enterprises has almost whoily disap 
peared. Our shops are closed. or running 
on half time, at reduced wages, and small 
profit, {i not actagi loss. Our men at home 
are aml while they are iWe, men 
abroad are eceupied in supplying us with 
good Our unrivaled home market for the 
farmer has also greatly suifered, because 
those who constitute it-the great army of 
American wage earners—are without the 
work and wages they formerly had. If they 
eannot earn wages, they cannot buy prod- 
ucts. They cannot earn if they have no 
employment, and when they do not earn 
the farmers’ home market is lessened and 
impetred, and the loas is fett by both 
producer and consumer. The loss of earn- 
ing power alone in this country in the last 
three years is sufficient to have produced 
our unfortunate business situation. If our 
labor were weil employed, and employed at 
as retiunerative wages as in 1892, in a 
few months every farmer in the land would 
feel the glad change in the Increased de- 
mand for his products and in the better 
prices which he would recelve.

Gpening cf the Tenth Street Store. 
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for several years prior 
to 1862, been buying the improvements on 
the block between Broadway and Fourth 
Avenue ani Ninth and Tenth Streets, and 
in time he secured a lease of the land from 
the trustees of the Sailors’ Snug Harbor. 
It was upon this land that the house of 
Capt. Robert Richard Randall, the founder 
of the Sailors’ Snug Harbor, stood. Here 
Mr. Stewart erected the five-story building 
that has been, for a generation, a lJand- 
mark in New-York City. It was the first 
Jarge iron building erected in the city. 
Many other buildings with iron fronts were 
soon afterward erected in Broadway, bu 
fires in time lessened the use of iron for 
the fronts of buildings. 

Mr. Stewart's building at Tenth Street 
and Broadway was opened in 1862 at 4a 
cost of $2,750,000. There Mr. Stewart con- 
ducted a retail business until his death, 
on April 10, 1876. When his wholesale 
and retail trade began to expand, he con- 
ceived a policy of business which he car- 
ried out to the time of his death. It was 
to absorb all the profits on the goods he 
sold from the raw material to the delivery 
of the article to the consumer. He bought 
a linen mill in Belfast, a silk mill in Lyons, 
Prance, a carpet mill in Connecticut, and 
gw lace factory in Nottingham, England. 
Se had fourieen mills and factories in op- 
enation at the time he stocked his retai’ 
store, at Tenth Street. He had an agency 
in Hongkong, China, one in Thibet, and 
another in Peru. Agencies, stores, and 
warehouses were esiablished in Toston, 
Philadeiphie, Paris, Lyons, Manchester, 
Pingiand; Bradford, England; Nottingham, 
England; Belfast, Ireland; Glasgow, Scot- 
land; Berlin, and Chemnitz, Saxony. In 
factories and stores abroad Mr. Stewart 
had 1,100 persons working for him. In 
his New-York stores there were 2,000 em- 
ployes, and in his American factories 6,500 
employes.

Mr. Stewart was the first merchant in 
New-York co put revolving stools in front 
of his counters. Women used to walk 
blocks out of their way in order that they 
might get a seat in Mr. Stewart's store and 
rest. They could wander for hours through 
the great store looking at things without 
being onee tmportuned to buy. ‘The retail 
house became a great women's club and 
was the place for hundreds of appointments 
each day by women who desired to see each 
ether. It wes for many years in the centre 
of the shopping district of New-York, 
which extended unt!] about twenty years 
ago from’ Bleecker Street, in which Mr. 
Siewert lived at one time, to Fourteenth 
Street. 

Mr, Stewart was an exacting taskmaster. 
All his employes were obiiged to report 
for work at 7 o'clock A. M.. and stay on 
duty until 7 P. M., with thirty minutes in- 
terruption for lunch. On alternate days 
half the force was dismissed at 6 o'clock 
P. M. An elaborate system of fines and 
rewards was in use, and every employe on 
leaving the store was subjected to an ex- 
amination by detectives to prevent their 
carrying anything away that did not belong 
to them. 

“YT owe my fortune to workingwomen,” 
Mr. Stewart once said, and he projected a 
series of henevolent schemes for the benefit 
of workingwomen, among them a hotel in 
Park Avenue, which is now the Park Ave- 
nue Hotel. He once gave $50,000 for the 
benefit of workingwomen in Chicago, and 
he founded a semi-philanthropic hotel for 
workingmen in Garden City, L. I 
Could Not Be Secretary of the Trezs- 

ury. 

President appointed Mr. Stewart 
Secretary of the T'reasury In March, 1569, 
but his confirmation was prevented by an 
old law, which excluded from that office 
all who are interested in the importation 
merchandise. The President sent to 
the Senate a message recommending that 
tht law be repealed so that Mr. Stewart 
might become eligible to the office. Mr. 
Stewart offered to transfer all h?s business 
to trustees and to devote its entire profits 
during his four years’ term Secretary 
to charitable purposes, The law was not 
resealed. It was believed that Mr. Stew- 

‘s proposed plan would not remove his 
disabilities. 

Much discussion of Mr. Stewart, his char- 

acter and his fortune, t place while 
these were pending, and doubts 
were by uncharitable persons 
as to e profits spoken of would 
ever reach a benevolent institution, Mr. 
Stewart, in replying to. some of these 
statements, said; 
_“T'll show the people whether I mean to 
fo what I say or not by doing it, whether 
1 am in the Cabinet or out of it.” It was 
at that time projected the hotel for 
working women in Park Avenue. He talked 
Over plans for other great charities with 
his wife and with ex-Judge Henry Hiiton, 
who about this time came into Mr. Stew- 
art’s life, and who was to exercise a su- 
preme contro] over Mr. Stewart's millions 
after his death. 

Mr. Hilton had been a Judge of the 
mon Pleas Court in the fifties, 
a member of the iaw firm of 
i & Bell, which was in fairly good prac- 
tice, They were the attorneys for Mn 
Stewart in some minor litigation in 1868, and 
speedily drew all his legal business into 
their hands. Mr. Stewart in his latter 
years wes an exceedingly difficult man to 
get along with. As Judge Hilton once said 
Mr. Stewart “suspected himself,” and had 
few confidents. 

On all matters pertaining to the trade 
William Libbey had his full confidence. Mr. 
Libbey had been his employe since 1887, and 
had risen to be general manager and finally 
& pariner with a perceutage interest in the 
profits. Although on Mr. Stewart’s busi- 
ness side, Mr. Libbey knew everything, he 
did not have a social intimacy with his 
employer. 

Judge Hilton appears to have been Mr. 
Stewart’s socia! and literary companion 
as well as his legal adviser. The precise 
nature of Judge Hilton’s relations with Mr. 
Stewart has never been known clearly, 
and fantastic stories have been current 

Hilton, Campbell & Bell dissolved in 1874, 
and Mr. Hilton had his office afterward at 
Stewart’s. He was under a salary of $5,000, 
one report says, and another puts the figure 
at $10,000. He was constantly with Mr. 
Stewart at his marble residence, at Fifth 
Avenue and Thiriy-fourth Street, now the 
Manhettan Club, and itn the office. Mr, 
Stewart djed April 10, 1876, and on the day 
of his funeral his will was probated. Article 
II, of the short document wus as follows: 

I especial!’ appoint Henry Hiiton of the City of 
New-York to act for me and In behalf of my es- 
tate In managing, closing, and winding up my 
partnership business and affairs, and I empower 
him in respect thereto as fully as I may or can 
or am authorized to in and by the ticles o 
coparinership of the firm of Alexan Stewart 
& Cy. I further authorize and direct the safd 
Hilton, while so acting in behalf of my estate 
and in my place and stead, to exercise a sound 
discretion in bringing my said partnership affair 
to a termination and discharging all obligations 
contiected therewith, trusting to his judgment 
that he will so act in respect thereto as to avoid 
as far as can be avolded any unnecessary loss 
to those connected with me in business. For 
Which service und as a mark of my regard I 
give to said Hiiton one million of dollars 

Attached to the wili was a codicil giving 
certain annuitics and small legacies to 
household servants, old empicyes 
store, kinspeople of Mrs. Stewart, to “Mrs 
Hilton, and te Sarah and Rebecca Morrow, 
acquaintances of his youth. Attached also 
Was a letter to Mrs. Stewart referring to 
charities, in Which Mr. Stewart had said; 

Our friend Judge Hilton will, know, give 
you any assistance in his power, and to him I 
refer you for a generel Onderstanding of the 
various methods and plans which ] have at times 
vith him considered and discussed. 

Yhe executors of the will were Judge Hil- 
ton, William Libbey, and Mrs. Stewart. 

Mrs. Stewart was the daughter of Jacob 
Clinch, a ship chandler, Mir. Stewart had 
married her in his youth, fifty years before. 
She was past seventy years of age when 
Mr. Stewart died, and in rather feeble 
health. As sole residuary legatee 
the will she owed Judge Hilton $1,000,060. 
She made over to him all of the dry gcods 
business, wholesale and retail, for 
$1,000,000, and gave him a power of at- 
torney to act for her in the management 
of ell other parts of the estate, consisting 
of realty and securities. 
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The Merchant’s Many Successors, 
The dissolution of the gigantic business, 
which culminated yesterday, began April 
17, 1876, when Judge Hilton became its 
owner, although for many years afterward 
it yielded great returns 

The first of the eight successor 
to Alexander T. Stewart & < Was com- 
posed of Henry Hilton and William Libbey, 
the perceniage pariner with Mr. Stewart. 
The firm continued until October, 15882, 
when it was reorganized as Groocock, Syl- 
vester & Hiltoa, Messrs. Grogcock und 
Syivester being old employes of Mr. Stew- 
art. That firm did not last long. Mr. 
Grooeock retired in March, 1883, and the 
firm became Sylvester, Hilton & Co. Judge 
Hilton had retired, and the members of the 
firm were Horace Syivester, Henry Gra- 
ham Hilton, son of ex-Judge Hilton, and 
Edward J. Denning, an old employe. 

This firm advertised Nov. 1, 1886, that it

had admitted Albert B. Hilton, another son | 


of ex-Judge Hilton, and John M. Hughes, a 
son-in-law. The firm dissolved July 20, 
1889, Mr. Sylvester retiring, and Frederick 
H. Hilton, another son of the ex-Judge, go- 
ing into the oe in his stead. The partners 
of the house Then consisted of Henry G. Hil- 
ton, Albert B. Hilton, Frederick Al. Hilton, 
John M. Hughes, and Edward J. Denning. 

Mr. Denning, the managing partner, had 
been trained under Mr. Stewart, and was a 
men of unusual capability. The bus)ness 
during the thirteen years before Mr. Den- 
ning was allowed to control it had shrunk 
from $59,000,000 or $60,000,000 a vear to less 
than an estimated aggregate of $8,000,000 a 
year. Mr. Hopkins, however, testified in the 
will contest that the elder Hilton had taken 
$5,200,000 in profits from the business from 
1876 to 1882, when he retired. The business, 
however, had contracted to a fraction of its 
former proportions. 

The Hiltons found that their factories did 
not pay. They somehow were not able to 
manufacturé their own goods as cheaply as 
they could buy those manufactured by oth- 
ers. One by one the mills were closed, after 
each one had been a loss to the proprietors. 
Branches and warehouses in several cities 
abroad were discontinued. The retail trade, 
whith began to dwindle, imperceptibly al- 
most at finst, rapidly declined, and various 
expedients introduced by the younger Hii- 
tons to build it up were expensive and un- 
availing. 

The younger Hiltons were young men who 
were fond of amusement, and did not devote 
all their time to trade. Henry G. Hilton's 
supposed infatuation for Sylvia Gerrish, the. 
actress, is sald to have caused his ultimate 
ejectment from the firm. One of the Hil- 
ton young men is reputed to have pre- 
sented ‘o Della Fox, the actress, jewels 
worth $50,000. One ornament is said to 
have consisted of a sapphire of pure water

They 
could not collect, and had to have cash to 
keep from bankruptcy. Ex-Judge Hilton, 
who, though not in the firm, of course 
gave financial support to his sons, cast 
about for a loan. He tried to get $1,250,- 
000. He asked insurance and trust com- 
panies and several very rich ‘persons for 
this money, and offered to mortgage the 
Stewert Biilding, at Chambers Street. The 
Stewart Building is supposed to be worth 
$5,000,000 or thereabout, It was one of the 
pieces of real estate that did not go to 
ex-Judgs Hilton with the transfer of the 
business, but was put under his manage- 
ment, along with all the other Stewart 
property, by the will and by the power of 

‘ney signed by Mrs. Stewart 
story of the Stewart millions is a 
long one, and has furnished a series of chap- 
ters in contemporaneous history.

it has not been terminated to this day, and 
still ties up Stewart properties which have 
long since become ex-Judge Hilton's own. 

James Bailey, in behalf of Thomas Bailey, 
his brother, and nine others, collateral kin 
of Mr. Stewart, sued to have the probate of 
the will set aside, alleging that the will 
had been obtained “ by circumvention and 
undue influence practiced against and upon 
said Alexander Turney Stewart by Henry 
Hilton or some other person unknown to 
the petitioners,’ 

This contest, after an expenditure of 
$500,000 in court fees, was settled for 
$5,000,000, 

In the meantime the contests of other col- 
lateral heirs had begun. The three chil- 
drer of Mr. and Mrs. Stewart were in St. 
Mark's churchyard when the merchant died, 
and ex-Judge Hilton appears to have exer- 
cised as large influence over Mrs. Stewart 
as he had done over Mr. Stewart. The ex- 
Judge inherited from her at her death the 
residue of ‘‘ the Stewart millions,” an un- 
known amount that may be $10,000,000 and 
may be $25,000,000. Even with so large a 
property Judge Hilton was not able to get 
$1,274,000 with ease. 

Tittes to the property were affected by lit- 
igation, and the tightness of the times, in 
Septernber, 18938, made it difficult to reise 
money upon any security. Besides, the de- 
mand for cash to uphold the firm was im- 
mediate, Ex-Judge Hilton got the $1,250,- 
000 from Mrs. Hetty Green, but she drove 
a hard: bargain. She took a five years’ mort- 
Gage on the Stewart Building for $1,250,000 
at 6 per cent, Interest, and she is said to 
have exacted a bonus besides ex-Judge 
Hiiton saved his sons’ firm and Mrs. Green 
had the best mortgage in New-York. 

The firm was again dissolved Nov. 14, 
1804, after the death in Europe of Freder- 
ick H. Hilton. It consisted then of A. B. 
Hilton and John M. Hughes. Mr. Hilton 
became sole owner May 8, 1695, Mr. Hughes 
retiring,

. ann Their Rates. 


CHICAGO, Atg..28.—The Atchison, To- 
peka ard Sante Fé Railroad Company put 
into effect to-day a flat freight tariff on 
grain from Kansas points to Chicago. based 
on local rates. This places the rates on the 
same basis as those made by any other 
line quoting proportional rates. The new 
tariff gives all shippers the same advantage. 
From Santa Pé points west of the Missouri 
River to Chicago the reduction made will 
average about 2 cents, but the principal 
cuts are from Jocal points, and the tariff is 
so arranged that it meets the conditions ex- 
isting at junctions. 

Otber roads running from the same terri- 
tory which make proportional rates apply- 
ing on through tariff will probably be forced 
to meet this action of the Santa Fé Road. 
It may aiso force the St. Louis line to re- 
duce its rates in order to retain its five- 
cent differential. The action of the Santa 
Fé means that rates now applying on local 
business are applicable on througn busli- 
ness. The company is evidently not con- 
cerning itself as to whether the shipments 
of grain go into elevators or are shipped 
further east by the all-rail routes or the 
lake and rail lines. , 

. tariff of this nature has been asked 
for by the Chicago Board of Trade for 
an indefinite time, but the road’s action 
in putting in these rates was made in the 
interest of Kansas shippers. As the lines 
frora Kansas to the Gulf may change their 
tariffs to meet this move, the Santa Fe’s 
new tariff is not likely to stimulate the 
movement of grain to Chicago. The tariff, 
which was filed with the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission three days ago, 4P- 
plied on flour, meal, grain, and hay between 
Chicago, Pekin, East Fert Madison, and 
points in Kansas; also from Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory, Superior, Neb., and all 
intermediate points.

Lieut. Gianni Bettini Declares that in 
His Opinion the Banker Hypothe- 
cated Securities Amounting to 
Neurly $2,000,000 Belonging to 
the Lottimer Estate and Used the 
Proceeds--Others 
the Property Refuse to Talk.

Lieut. Gianni Bettini, 
graphs at 110 Fifth Avenue, whose wife is 
a granddaughter and one of the heirs of 
William Lottimer, a dry goods merehant, 
who died some years ago, leaving a valu- 
able estate, is the authority for the siate- 
ment that John Bloodgood, the senior mem- 
ber of the banking firm of John Bloodgood 
& Co., with offices in the Mills Buliding, 
had made with nearly $2,000,000 of 
Securities which constituted the major por- 
tion of the Lottimer wealth. 

Mr. Bloodgood, who died at New-Marl- 
borough, Mass., Aug, 15, was a son-in-law 
of Lottimer and one of the executors of his 
estate. 

William Lottimer had acquired his fortune 
in the dry goods commission business. When 
he died his wealth was computed at $3,000,- 
000, A portion of the estate was in real 
property, which tncluded several houses 
and lots in the upper part of the city. One 
piece of this property was the city resi- 
dence of Mr. Lottimer, which is a part of 
the Hotel Brunswick, now closed. In ad- 
dition there were blocks of railroad and 
olber securities, 

Mr. Lottimer left five children, One daugh- 
ter is the widow of John Bloedgood, an- 
other married for her second husband Will- 
iam L. Pomeroy, who was a member of the 
dry goods firm of Pomeroy & Plummer; a 
third daughter married Sandford B. Pom- 
eroy, a son of William L. Pomeroy, and the 
fourth daughter is Mrs, J. A. Jones. The 
fifth child is William A. Lottimer, who has 
an office at 44 Exchange Place, but whe is 
not actively engaged in business, He lives 
at Stamford, Conn. 

The executors and trustees under the will 
were Mr. Lottiner’s business: partner, 
Jerome L. Hill; his son-in-law, John Blood- 
good, and his son, William A, Lottimer. Ac- 
cording to the statement of Lieut. Bettini, 
the real estate was left to the five children, 
and as it was undivided, it was handled by 
the executors and trustees, the heirs ra: 
ceiving the income from the rents, 

The personal property was left as a trust,

the income to go to the five children during 


their lives, and at thelr death the principal 
was to be divided among the grandchildren, 
Foster & Thomson were the counsel for the 
esiate, 

The business of the elder Mr. Lottimer 
was wound up immediately after his death, 
and his partner, Jerome L. Hill, entered 
Wall Street, where John Bloodgood was a 
prominent operator at the time. Mr. Hill’s 
speculations proved unfortunate, and the 
result was that he succumbed to tempta- 
tion, and removed from the safe deposit 
vault im which the securities of the Lotti- 
mer estate had been placed for safe keep- 
ing bonds valued at nearly $300,000 and 
hypothecated them, using the proceeds to 
bolster up his unlucky ventures, 

The securities which he acquired in this 
way consisted of a batch of St. Paul bonds 
bonds val- 

ed at $100,000, Chicago and Northwestefn 

lued at $100,000, and Chicago, Mil- 

and’ St. Paul bonds vaiued at $50,- 
000. The exact market value of the bonds 
abstracted was $276,500, and they were hy- 
pothecated with different firms for loans, 

The first batch abstracted was in Novem- 
ber, 1886, but the discovery that the bonds 
had been taken was not made until July 2%, 
1887. Immediately upon the discovery, Mr. 
Thomson, as counsel! for the estate, made 
application to Judge Allen of the Court of 
Common Pleas for the removal of Mr. Hill 
from his position as executor and trustee 
of the estate, and he was immediately re- 
moved, as no opposition was made 

No person was appointed to fill the place 
of Mr. Hill and the care of the estate de- 
volved on Mr. Bloodgood and W. A. Lotti- 
mer. [t ts said that Mr. fLottimer intrusted 
everything to his brother-in-law, ond that 
the affairs of the estate and the personal 
business affairs of Mr, Bloodgood are s0 
mixed it will require an investigation by 
experts to determine whether the charge 
now made by Lieut. Bettini is true or false. 

Lieut, Bettini, whose wife was Miss A 
bott, a daughter of Mrs. W. lL. Pomeroy by 
her first husband, was the only person in- 
terested in the estate who would talk about 
the matter yesterday. The others, while 
not making a specific denial of the charges, 
refused to discuss lem. 

Lieut. Bettini said that he was not aware 


i that any statement of the condition of the 


estate had ever been made to the heirs by 
Mr. Bloodgood. 

“Tt was two years ago,” said Lieut. Bet- 
tint, ‘‘ that the heirs noticed that the income 
from the estate had shrunk to a remarkable 
degree, but they were told that this was due 
to the general depression of values, and 
they accepted this as a very plausible rea- 
son for the shrinkage. They, however, sus- 
pected that the estate was not being prop- 
erly managed. 

“ Bor a year before Mr. Bloodgood's death 
the heirs have not received any interest on 
the securities in the hands of Mr, Bloodgood 
as the executor of the estate. His excuse 
was that this was due to the fact that cer- 
tain of the railroads had not paid their 
usual dividends. I am convinced that Bilood- 
good has hypothecated the securities and 
used the proceeds tn his speculations.” 

w. A. Lotrimer, the co-executor with Mr. 
Bloodgood refused to make any statement in 
answer to the serious charge made by Lieut. 
Bettini. 

‘J cannot make any statement at this 
time,” said Mr. Lottimer, “and no state- 
ment wil) be made until the arrival of Mrs. 
Bioodgoed, who is now on her way home 
from Europe. I have heard the report that 
the securities of the estate have dwindled, 
but the accounts of Mr. Gloodgood have not 
yet been investigated, and until that ex- 
amination is compieted nothing definite can 
bea said about the matter.” 

John D. Slayback, who for a quarter of 
a century has been engaged in business 
with Mr. Bloodgood, refused to make any 
statement yesterday. He said: 

“My lawyer has advised me not to talk, 
and of course I shall follow his advice. I 
have heard the stories that are current 
about the shrinkage of the estate, but I 
cannot discuss them. We expect to make 
a statement about the firm’s affairs as 
soon as we have completed the examination 
of the books. When Mrs. Bloodgcod ar- 
rives probably s0me statement will be 
made.’ 

When Mr. Slayback was asked whether 
there was any truth in the charge made by 
Lieut. Bettini against Mr. Bloodgood he 
courteously refused an answer. 

w. L. Pomeroy, whose wife is one of the 
heirs of the estate, admitted that he had 
heard that the securities In cherge of Mr. 
Bloodgood had dwindled, but he said that 
as no investigation of the affairs of Blood- 
good & Co, had been made he declined to 
have anything to say about the matter. 

RF. W. Jones of 81 West Sixty-elghth 
Street, who is also interested in the estate, 
exhibited the same disinclination to talk 
about the property. 

“I am in such a position that I cannot at 
this time talk about the affairs of the 
estate. We shall have to await the result 
of the eae which will be made as 
soon as Mrs. Bloodgood reaches this coun- 


try.” 

ir, Thomson, the counsel for the execu- 
tors, said: 

As I am counsel for the executors of 
the Lottimer estate, and also for the 
Bloodgood estate, it would be manifestly 
improper for me to say anything about 
the affairs of my clients until I get their 
permission. A gtatement will be mace in 
regard to the affairs of the estate in due 
time, At present I shall not say any- 


thing. 

The will of Mr. Bloodgood was cffered 
for probate recently, in which he left all 
his property to his wife. Mrs. Bloodgood 
has lived in Paria for the past five years, 
and she is expected to arrive here Saturday.

Rear Admiral Richaré V7. Meade (retired) 
has been brought forward by Lafayette 
Post, No. 140, G. A. R., of this city asa 
candidate for Commander in Chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, to be voted 
for at the National Encampment at St. Paul 
Sept. 2, 3, and 4, as the successor of the 
present Commander in Chief, Gen. Ivan N. 
Walker. 

Admiral Meade was born in this city in 
1837, and at the age of thirteen was appvint- 
ed midshipman in the navy. He was pres- 
ent, in the third year of his service, at the 
taking of Martin Koszta from an Austrian 
man-of-war in the harbor of Smyrna by 
Capt. Ingraham, and In 1855 he waa gradu- 
ated fromrn the Naval Academy, standing 
fifth in a class of fifty-three. He was ap- 
pointed Acting Master and navigator of 
the flagship Cumberland the next year, and 
Was commissioned Lieutenant at the age 
of twenty. He thrashed e First Lieutenant 
in the wardroom of the Saranac in 1860 for 
uttering treasenable sentiments. 

He was commissioned Lieutenant Com- 
mander in 1862, and at the age of twenty- 
four commanded the iron-clad Loulsviile, 
had seven fights with suerrilias on the Mis- 
sissippi, whom he dispersed with canister 
from 2 small bow-gun’in a tug, firing the 
gun with his own hands. He was disabled 
and invalided, but was again afloat in 1863, 
commanding the ship United States, 

He chased a Confederate vessel into the 
Harbor of Portland, Me., where it surren- 
dered. He kept order in the July draft riots 
of 18683 within a district assigned to him, 
protecting the United States Arsenal, store- 
houses containing 200,000 siand of arms; 
aanks, Sub-Treasury, and Custom House. 
He routed the enemy on John’s Island, near 
South Carolina, with a disabled ship carry- 
ing six guns and seventy mer Although 
wounded, he landed a force and destroyed 
a battery of sixteen guns defended by 1,000 
men, and carried off two eight-inch guns to 
his ship. He received the thanks of the 
Government for this, and afterward 
ying blockade runner 
After the war, Meade negotiated an 
treaty with the Samoan Isla 
and collected indemnities for outrages 
American citizens in the Gilbert Islands.

Flames Swept So Rapidly Through 
the Village that Nothing Was 
Thought of but the Saving of 
Human Lives-—-Plant of the Dia- 
mond Match Company Destroyed 
and May Not Be Rebuilt—Ready 
Response to Appeals for Aid.

ONTONAGON, Mich., 
dwelling houses situated in the 
eastern part of the villaze are all that re- 
mains to-day of Ontonagon, which twenty- 
four hours before was a prosperous com- 
munity of 2,000 people, comfortably housed. 
The fire which swept through the village 
yesterday afternoon left these people home- 
less and dependent upon public charity for 
food and shelter. There are several 
persons missing, and reports are that sev- 
eral have perished. These reports are not 
as yet verified, however, and it is hoped 
that jhe missing ones are being cared for 
and sheltered in farmhouses.

The 
village proper was between eight and nine 
blocks long and from fourteen to fifteen 
biocks wide, The ruin involves the extensive 
lumbering and box manufacturing lant of 
the Diamond Match Company, an establish- 
ment alone worth upward of $1,000,000. 

Onitonagon is the county seat of Ontona- 
gon County, and the oldest settlement in 
the upper peninsula. Its population is about

Yesterday’s catastrophe began with small 
fires in the swamp just south of the town, 
which no attention was paid, as they 
were not considered dangerous. But 
the wind freshened gale from the 
south, the swamp fires were driven !nte the 
seasoned lumber piles In close proximity, 
and before effective defense could be made 
the fames were beyond control and driving 
rate so rapid 
that nothing was thought of bui the saving 
of human lives.

Con- 
cerning the testimony of Expert Carty on 
the same point, he said that Mr, Carty had

tion for a fourth term. Nearly all of the 
delegates to the nominating convention were 
chosen when delegates were elected to 


the convention which riamed the Wayhe 
representatives to the State Convention. 
The regular organization, or, as it is more 
often called, the “ Lyons ring,’’ controlled 
a large majority of these caucuses, and as 
Horton was supposed to be the choice of 
Justice Dunnell and the other county. lead- 
ers, his renomination was accepted as a 
settled fact. 

But developments since that time have 
raised suspicion that the ringleaders have 
determined that Horton's candidacy would 
prove too heavy a load for the machine to 
carry, and that he will be set aside at the 
convention.

This has beén going on for several years, 
aod two full Democrati¢e County Commit- 
tees, with contested delegationg to State 
Conventions, have been the rule yather than 
the exception. in the June caucuses, the 
Cleveland elemeni, headed by Postmaster 
Daniel V. Teller of Lyons and Hdwin K. 
Burnham of Newark, seemed to have the 
best of it, but the Hil! faetion, led by 
Charles H. Ferd of Clyde, succeeded in un- 
seating Teller’s delegation at Saratoga, 

The result turned on a narrow majority 
in the Lyons caucus, which the Ford peo- 
ple claimed that Teller had not won fairly. 
Teller’s delegaies were placed on the tem- 
porary roll through the ihtiuence of State 
Committeman John Flannigan of Canan- 
daigua, who, for some reason, is more 
friendly to Teller than to his natural ai- 
lies in Wayne County. But the convention 
itself recognized the Ford delegation as 
regular. The same fight will now be gone 
through with again, Chairman Lux of the 
Hill County Committee, has called the 
caucuses for Sept. 1.

Conditions in Seneca County do not differ 
radically from those existing in Wayne. 
Democratic defection froni Bryan is more 
marked, especially in Seneca Falls. E. 8. 
Sackett, a Deme@tatic Justice of the Peace,

The Guard and Scout were built under 
contract by J. T. Hefferman of this place.

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Sick People Should Not Travel, 
From The Denver News. 

The State Board of Health, in its annual 
report, holds it a duty to see that 
ger traffic is regulated and the indiscrirni- 
nate transportation of sick people is for- 
bidden. The board claims that a variety of 
diseases is propagated by the traveling of 
sick people from one place to another, 

The general body of the report shows 
that the larger towns are taking a tive in- 
terest in the work of collecting statistics, 
and are closely looking after ihe health of 
their respective localities. The health of 
the State is exceedingly good. There have 
been no outbreaks of scarlet fever or diph- 
theria. In some places. pneumonia- and 
typhoid fever have been prevalent. The 
board recommends that there be established 
a State Board of Hygiene for the investi- 
gation of the sanitary condition through- 
out the State, such as the water supply, 
for the examinetion of suspected cases of 
diphtheria, and for the distribution of diph- 
theria antitoxine and other remedies to 
combat contagious diseases.

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all COLOMB IAS FOREIGN TRADE. 


Its Present Monopoly by the Englisk 
and American Opportunities. 


Mr. MacGregor, British Vice Consul at 
Barranquilla, has published a report In re- 
gard to the trade of Colombia, which will 
be found to contain a great deal of informa- 
tion interesting and valuable to all doing 
business with that country, or in any way 
connected with its interests, 

His remarks on the cultivation of coffee 
and tobacco and the manufacture of tex- 
tiles and fibrous substances are particularly 
well worth consideration. These three items 
alone, and not mentioning minerals, &c., 
are procfs ot the great possibilities, and 
future of Colombia. Nature has endowed 
her with almost boundless resources, but 
the great obstacle in the way of develop- 
ing them is the sparseness of population. 
The report states, “Colombia may be said 
to be practically uninhabited The whole 
number of inhabitants is supposed be 
4,000,000 souls, but as no census has ever 
been taken, any idea as to the number of 
inhabitants must specula- 
tive.” Not, therefore, is suf- 
icient population in Colombia” can. she 
expect ‘“‘to develop her vast and diversified 
territories, or even part of them.” 

Colombia, however, has within the 
few years been awakened to her position. 
The need of further transport facilifies has 
been receiving attention, and railroad build- 
ing is now going on in various parts of the 
republic. Experionce has taught that 
through whatever region the iron horse 
passes civilization follows. 

Shoule the United States Trade Commis- 
sion now visiting certain republics of 
South America prove a suc the re- 
publics not included in visit will, no 
doubt, at no distant day be visited also. By 
that time the railroads new fm course of 
coustruction in Colombia will have been 
completed, so that the commission may be 
conveyed to its principal centres. Such an 
event would give a impulse the 
trade of Colombia. 

The principal import and export trade 
of Colombia is done at present through 
three different channels—the Atlantic sea- 
board coast in connection with the River 
Magdalena, via Maracaibo in Venezuela 
by River Quila, and via several ports on the 
Pacific coast. Mr. MacGregor’s report, 
however, refers only to operations via At- 

antic ports. They are, counting from east 
to Rio Hacha, Sania Sabanilia, and 
Carihagena. The two first named are but 
little frequented present.

Under the head of ‘“ Textiles,’’ and in an- 
swer to a special communication from the 
Association of the Chambers of Commerce 
of the United Kingdom, directed to the 
Marquis of Salisbury and asking In regard 
to the growth of manufactures, especially 
of textile fabrics, and the imports of raw 
materials, Vice Consul Macgregor contin- 
ues: 

Several attempts have been made in 
this direction in various parts of Colom- 
bia. Some years ago a manufactory was 
started in Bogota for the making of wool- 
en goods. [t was based on the idea that 
the wool preduced in the higher ranges 
sf tho Andes could be economically worked 
up in the form of cleth of various kinds. 
Nothing has ween heard of the result, 
either industrial or financial, of this enter-~ 
prise. In Carthagena a factory of cottom 
goods has been erected, and is in opera- 
tion at the present time. The goods pro- 
duced are in the style of American cotton 
drills of vsrious classes. These goods are 
manufactured entirely from the native cot- 
ton. The owners of the manufactory ex- 
press themselves as well pleased with the 
inancial resu:ts, and are making efforts 

et a similar factory in Barranquilla: 

‘The cotton crop of these parts varies 

in quantity every year. The value 

the ginned cotton exported from  Bar- 

ranquilla in 1895 amounted to £8,362. There 

were some 1,790 bales of about 450 pounds 

each; thus its value here comes out at 
about 5 cents, American gold, per pound. 

‘“"The cotton in itself is of good quality, 
resembling the Egyptian cotton. In fact, 
the originai seed introduced here in the 
early sixties \.as Egyptian. Owing to care- 
lessness in picking, it becomes ingrained 
with sand and dry leaves, which sub- 
stances cannot be entirely eliminated by 
the ginning process. In the sample of 
manufactured drill which I send with this 
report the small particles of foreign sub- 
stances are quite visible. 

‘““The great oFstacle to all these kinds of 
enterprises consists In the want of skilled 
labor, which is an article that cannot be 
improvised.”

: reasons that tend 
to give the English merchants a hold on 
South Central American trade is the 
potent factor of credit, which is almost in- 
dispensable in all commercial transactions, 
and which the English houses extend lib- 
erally to merchants of good standing in 
these countries.

How Millais would have filled the office 
of President of the Royal Academy we 490 
not care to inquire. His fame is sufficient, 
and he himself is now indifferent to it. 
His illness followed so shortly upon his 
appointment that he had no opportunity of 
attempting its duties. But of one thing 
thera is little doubt—of no President of the 
Royal Academy a.nce Sir Joshua Reynolds 
could it have xeen unhesitatingly said at 
such a mow ut as this that he would not 
only continue to fascinate our own genera- 
tion, but that the charm of his work must 
last so long as English art is valued or 
cared for. 

Unlike the other pre-Raphaelites, the 
larger number of his pictures are really 
popuwiar, really enjoyed by the great mass 
of the peopie. We have had no euit of 
Millais as we have had of Rossetti, of Wag- 
ner; of artists half enjoyed, half affected, 
by people who have not the taste and 
knowledge to really understand them, The 
popularity of Millais, however, sprang from 
very opposite sources. 

Like Tennyson, he was largely popular 
because he had done, especially in his later 
years, much work which requires neither 
fine taste nor recondite knowledge to un- 
derstand. But he was popular also for 4 
reason the very reverse uf that which ren- 
dered Rossetti tncomprehensible to the 
great mass of our countrymen-—he was, in 
the best sense of the word, English. 

A certain tenderness of feeling and hon- 
esty of expression, which from the cuime of 
Chaucer dewnward has heen one of the 
peculiar characteristics of the best Eng- 
lish art, distinguish his finest work. When 
KEimerson cailed Rossetti exotic, he put his 
finger upon one of the ear traits which 
separate him from Milla Not only was 
Rossetti of Italian blood, but he moved in 
an inner world of his own, profoundly self- 
reliant, as only a man of genius ean be. 

Millais, however, moved, even in his pre- 
Raphaelite ays, in the outer, natural 
world, and was, on the contrary, inifinitely 
impressionable Millais who painted like 
Ven Eyck ing who afterward came to: 
paint like Velasquez, Millais who appealed 
to the esoteric taste of Mr. Ruskin and 
who afterward appealed to the general pub-

DISFEATED VENCEDOR BY 26 SEC- 
ONDS IN THE SECOND RACE. 


The Vencedor Finished First, but Had 
to Allow the Canadian Boat Near- 
ly Four Minutes—A Good Breeze 
Favored the Yachts and They 
Made Fast Time--The American 
Bost Lost Through the Bad 
Judgment of Her Skipper. 


TOLDDO, Ohio, Aug. 26.—After an excit- 
ing contest, the Canada won her second 
race from the Vencedor to-day by the nar- 
row margin of 26 seconds, corrected time, 
anc with it captured the beautiful Toledo 
the international yachting 
championship of the lakes, and 60 per cent. 
of the fiftesn-hundred-dollar purse offered 
by the citizens of Toledo. 

The race was sailed in a fine 20-knot 
breeze, which ranged from southwest to 
west, and, while the Vencedor uctually beat 
the Canada 3 minutes’ 31 seconds, over 
the course, and proved herself a wonder in 
a breeze, she had to allow the Royai Cana- 
dian yacht a handicap of 3 minutes 57 sec- 
onds, ¢ 

In spite of the Canada’s big allowance, 
the Vencedor would have beaten her. but 
for the fact that her skipper made a num- 
ber of unnecessary tacks on the way to the 
home mark in the first round. and finally 
ovedsiood it, losing nearly two minutes, 
which ultimately caused the American 
yacht’s defeat. The Canadians are natural- 
ly elated over their victory, but it is un- 
derstood that one prominent lake yachts- 
man on this side of the border will im- 
mediately challenge for the cup, and that 
another race jig almost certain for next 
season. 

A ball was tendered the visiting yachts- 
men ,their families and friends to-night by 
the Internatioual Yacht Race Association 
of Toledo, at Pythian Castle. During the 
ball the challenge cup and drafi for $1,500, 
representing the purse to be ‘given the rac- 
ing ccews, were presented to Commodore 
Jarvis of the winning yacht by President 
Lock of the association. The $50v silver 
trophy is a large bowl-shaped cup, gold- 
lined, and supported by an eagle with 
spreading wings alongside a recumbent lion, 
The inscription on the bow) is: 

“Presented by the International Yacht 
Race Association. Won by —-——, 1896.” 

There was a fine breeze from the south- 
west in the early morning, and hundreds 
of yachtsmen who were getting tired of 
light breezes and postponed races_ took 
heart again, and cheerfully paid thefr way 
on the score or more of excursion steamers 
which lay along the docks of the muddy 
Maurnee River 

The racers had preceded the spectators, 
and were both trying their canvas off the 
starting line when the flotilla of yachts and 
excursion steamers arrived. The Vencedor, 
as usual, had her club topsail up, while 
Skipper Jarvis, on the Canada, after set- 
the same sail, took it in, and. set his 
working topsail. Because the stake buoy 
set to leeward had not been set, the start 
was postponed half an hour, and it was 
11:20 before the hoisting of the British en- 
sign in the Sigma’s rigging announced that 
the start would be made in ten minutes. 

Both skippers commenced manoeuvre 
for position, and as usual Capt. Barbour 
got the Vencedor over the line first. The 
course was five miles to leeward and re- 
turn, sailed over twice, twenty miles in 
all. The Venceaor’s crew broke out their 
balloon jibtopsail and set their spinnaker 
to port as they crossed, while the Can- 
ada, which was fifteen seconds behind. set 
her jidtopsail instead of a ballooner 
Skipper Jarvis commenced to luff the Can- 
ada in order to blanket the Vencedor, but 
the Chicago boat for once failed to be 
trapped, and siowly but surely irew 
ahead of the little black fiyer from across 
the border.

HOW FIRE HORSES ARE TRAINED

Those who have seen fire 
from thelr stalls to an exact syot where the 
suspended harness may be dropped upon 
them and, with a few deft manipulations, 
fastened ready for a start have little idea 
of the patient and persistent effort required 
to train the animals promptly and unfail- 
ingly to do their part in securing the one 
great point of dispatch. 

It is marvelous to some observers to note 
the precision with which a horse responds 
to an alarm, and, coming from the stall on 
a trot, stands directly beneath the collar 
and traces, that they may be snapped on 
him in less than ten seconds’ time. Then 
at the driver’s call to dash out 
of the house and along the silent or crowd- 
ed streets, day or night, until he has 
reached the spot whence an alarm comes, 

The ‘‘raw" horses are bought from the 
contractor at $189 each. They are taken on 

thirty days’ trial, and if they cannot be 
tat ight in that time they are returned. The 

‘green ’”’ horse, when taken to the stabies 
has not the faintest idea of the terror in 
store for him, and only realizes it when led 
into a large room and tied securely. It is 
then that the employes of the stables 
with gongs, ola dishpans, &c., introduce his 
horseship to more noise In twenty seconds 
than ever heard In all his life before. 
When he recovers from the shock of the 
terrible din and stops kicking and prancing, 
he is led back to } stall The same 
amount of noise is repeated the next day 
and ihe day after that, until the horse dis- 
dainfully ignores all efforts to upset his 
nervous system. After this hé is taught to 
come under the harness at the sound of the 
gong and pull in single and double harness 
an engine, truck, cart, engineer’s carriage, 
and police patrol wagon. This ie continued 
until the animal learns to do thoroughly 
what required of him. It usually takes 
but. ten days’ earnest work on the part of 
the trainers to break a horse in. 

Objection is often made to the pace at 
which fire apperatus is drawn through the 
streets, and probably there are those who 
would condemn as a waste of time the 
hours and days spent in shortening to a 
minimum the period needed to get an en- 
gine under way from the time the alarm 
sounds in the engine house. The fireman's 
reason in both cases_is the axiom that 
“more may be done in minutes just after 
a fire has started | than in hours after it has 
gained headway. 

The horses which draw tha engines, 
trucks, and carts seem to learn how much 
depends on them, and they strive their ut- 

most, pulling up at 2a burning dweiling 
panting and almost ready to fall 
run which taxes them exceedingly. 

It is a hard life for the horses as well as 
for the firemen, and the average life of a 
horse in the service of the department is 
four years Some last only six months, 

others ten years. Some of the animals are, 
even more fortunate than this. There is 
in the city’s stables, at Twelfth and Whar- 
ton Streets, a noble old horse named Dad. 
He is twenty-four years old, and has seen 
seventeen years’ active service. He is stili ia 
service, and willingly pulls a hose cart to 
fires when the department is shorthanded. 
The iot of a fire horga is not a happy one. He 
is so carefully stall! ri and gets into such 

good condition that sharp changes in the 
weather play sad havoc with him. He has 
to rush from a warm stal} and plunge out 
into the chill atr of a Winter’s night and 
race along until he breaks into a thorough 
perspiration.

Great Depth of the Shafts in Copper 
Mines of Michignua. 


Hioughton (Mich.) Letter to Minneapolis Journal. 

A French engineer proposed last year to 
Directors of the international expo- 
sition to be given in the French capital 
in the year 1900 the digging of a hole te 
the depth of one mile, The idea was favor- 
ably received, but on investigation the mag- 
nitude undertaking became 30 ap- 
parent that the idea has been dropped. It 
therefore

of such depth. Within less than a mile oi 
each other in this mining town there are 
three vertical shafts, each nearly one mile 
in depth. The deepest of this trio is the 
Red Jacket Shaft of the Calumet and Hec- 
la Copper Mine, which has reached its full 
depth of 4,900 feet, Five Eiffel towers could 
ve dropped down this hole were it wide 
enough, the top of the fifth 
reach above surface only to such a height 
would allow it to be easily covered by 
steel shaft house now being built over 
the monstrous hole. 

This shaft was begun in 1889, and it has 
seven full years to sink it, showing 
en average 790 feet annually, 
nearly all of which has beén in blue trap 
rock, one of the most refractory of miner- 
als.

lavish outlay of money can render them. 
The sinking of this shaft possesses deep 
interest from a scientific standpoint. Ob- 
servers ascending to great heights in bal- 
loons have been able to secure data of 
surpassing importance regarding meteoro- 
logical conditions, and observations made 
at the depth of a mile afford positive in- 
formation. The fed Jacket Shaft has 
shattered some of the deeply cherished 
theories, and there are textbooks now ex- 
tant in the higher institutions of learning 
which must be overhauled because facts 
have succeeded theory. The mines of th: 
Comstock lode in Nevada were the deepes( 
in the world. The mines were very hot, and 
on the deeper levels some of the more pious 
miners were quite positive that they 
smeNed sulphur and refused to go further 
down for fear of encroaching upon the 
dominions of the devil. According to de- 
ductions, the bottom of the Red Jacket 
Shaft should be about the proper tempera- 
ture to boil eggs. Careful tests have de- 
termined that the normal temperature 
of the rock is 87.6° Fahrenheit at the 
bottom. The rock temperature at the depth 
of 105 fect was %8° Fahrenheit, showing an 
access of 25.6° in 4,705 feet... There was, 
however, a guin of about 8° in temperature 
in the Jast 500 feet sunk, a much inore 
rapid increase than at lesser depths. 
Notwithstanding the beneficial effects: of 
ventilation and compressed air, men wotk- 
ing at the bottom of the deep shaft do not 
have en especially easy berth, though liber- 
ally paid.

THE SIXTH CAVALEY. 


he Men Among the Best Riders in 
the Army—With Their Trained 
Horses They Give Exhibitions at 
Fort Myer, Virginia, That At- 
tract Crowds of Washington Peo- 
ple—Missionary Societies to Pre- 
sent an Address to the Viceroy.

The ferryhouse of the 
Railroad Company in Jersey City 
on a wariike appearance yesterday after- 
noon upon the arrival from Fort Myer, 
Va., of a detachment of the Sixth United 
is to act as escort 


to Li Hung Chang, the Chinese Viceroy, 
during his stay in the city. He is expected 
to arrive here to-morrow on the steamship 
St. Louis. 

The troops left Washington yesterday 
morning, the men and camp equipage oc- 
eupying one train, and the horses the 
other. ln the detachment there are 210 
men and 15 officefs, besides the mounted 
band of twenty pieces, which is said to 
to be one of the best musical organiza- 
tions in the army. The first train arrived 
about 3 o’clock P. M., and the other a 
half hour later. The annex boats trans- 
ferred the men and horses to Fort Hamil- 
ton, where the troops will make = their 
camp while on duty here. The staff officers 
of the detachment are: Major Thomas C. 
Lebo, commanding; Lieut. Elon F. Wiil- 
cox, Regimental Adjutant. and Lieut. Wal- 
ter C. Short, Acting Quartermaster. The 
four troops are commended as follows: 
Troop A, Capt. Henry M. Kendall; Troop 
H, Capt. Benjamin H. Cheever; Troop G, 
Capt. Frank West, and Troop H, Capt. 
Louis A. Craig. 

The troopers form a fine-looking body 
ef men. They wore their fatigue uniforms, 
which have seen some service, and, nat- 
uraily, they were dusty iravel-worn 
after a six hours’ trip. 

“Wait until the men are washed and 
wet into their dress uniforms,”’ said one of 
the Captains. ‘“* Then you will see as fine 
a looking jot of soldiers as you ever laid 
@yes on. We don’t have to take every man 
that comes along, and we are getting the 
pick of the applicants nowadays. There are 
s0 many applicants that not over one out 
of twenty-five is accepted. There has been 
m great improvement in late years in the 
character of the men who apply for enlist- 
ment. We have mounts 
and the ho are as the 
Knen.’ 

The members of these troops are among 
the best riders in the army. They havo a 
riding school at Fort Myer, and in the 
[Winter time Washington people turn out 
by the thousands to witness the exhibi- 
ftion riding on Friday afternoons. ‘The men 
fake to fancy riding like ducks to the wa- 
fer, and many of them excel professionals 
fn feats of horsemanship. The members 
of Troop A excel particularly in the Cos- 
Back style of riding, and when they enter 
the arena standing in their short stirrups 
and emitting the wild yells peculiar to 
the Cossack riders, they carry the spec- 
fators by storm. ‘Troop b pays particular 
attention to fancy bareback riding, and 
Capt. Cheever says: ‘‘ They can ride stand- 
ing or kneeling. in fact, they can ride all 
ever a But I don't suppose we will 
have a chance to give any exhibition here 
S We are here on military business.” 

The troopers, in blue uniforms trinimed 
With yellow braid, and wearing top boots 
and clanking spurs, aitracted a large 
crowd while were transferring their 
fuggage and camp utensils from cars 
fo the boais. Several of the men were re- 
ecruited from and occasionally 
One would hear the query: *“ How does it 
Seem to get hon agi 7” But the 
jority of them had never New- York, 
and they gazed with awe at the skyscrap- 
ing buildings whic} up in front 
of them across the river.

Mr. Kilbreth had a social chat with Mr. 
Drew, who wil) have two assistants with 
him on the revenue cutter Chandler to-mor- 
row, but Mr. Kilbreth wants to know what 
Officials expect to go on the cutter. Mr. 
Drew had been to see Major Gen. Thomas 
H. Ruger on Governors Island, but brought 
ne decision. 

After Mr. Drew left Gen. Ruger sent 
First Lieut. Albert § Cummings of the 
Fourth Artillery, who is a member of his 
personal staff, to Collector Kilbreth. Lieut. 
Cummins brought definite information to 
the effect that Gen. Ruger and his staff 
will board the St. Louis to-morrow from 
the United’ States dispatch boat Dolphin.

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ARRANGEMENTS BY CHINESE. 


Plans Not Yet Completed—Probably 
Only One Banguet, 


The arrangements by the merchants of 
Chinatown and elsewhere in this city and 
the Chinese colony in general to honor 
Viceroy Li have either not been completed 
or have been modified. 

it {s probable that only one banguet will 
be tendered to Li Hung Chang, and very 
unlikely that the project to give his Excel- 
lency a dinner at the Mon Say Won restau- 
rant, in Chinatown, will receive further 
attention. 

It has been practically settled that the 
banquet tendered by the Chinese Consul 
and merchants will be at Delmonico’s, and 
it is possible that it will be without Chi- 
nesé dishes. 

As to a visit by the Viceroy to China- 
town, some plans have been considered, 
but nothing has been determined on, Nev- 
ertheless, an impression prevailed last night 
that Li Hung Chang would visit the down- 
town Chinese colony next Monday night in 
a carriage, and go through the principal 
streets of the Chinese quarter. 

At any rate, preparations to make the oc- 
casion memorable were going on Jast night, 
and when the visit is made Chinatown will 
be ablaze and perhaps noisy. Consul Sze 
Shao Tseng has visited the authorities to 
prevail on them to permit the letting off of 
fireworks on this notable demonstration, and 
awaits their decision. 


While affairs are chaotic so far as definite 


plans gv, Chinatown as a rule is determined 
to do something extraordinary, and 


demonstrations that may be decided on. 


The principal merchants of Chinatown have 
held several meetings at 24 Mott Street to 


discuss scope, plan, and finance, and so 
much money was tendered for the festivities 
that their cost is a matter of secondary con- 
sideration. 

“The trouble with us here,” said Lee 
Fon last night, “is that we are like Amer- 
icans, and on an occasion like this there 
are sure to be severai who will rush to ihe 
front to gain a Nttle notoriety. This we do 
not like. We have thousands of dollars to 
spend in honor of the Viceroy, and will 
Spare no expense or trouble to make him 
remember us pleasantly. 

‘Consul Sze hes the 
charge, however. He makes the plans, we 
are ready with our meney. Now, we want 
to have two, and perhaps three, banquets 
but the Consul] must decide. The banquet 
at Delmonico’s is decided on. 

“There can be no banquet in Chinatown, 
There is no place here big enough or iit 
enough to entertain the Viceroy in, and I, 
for one, would not like to see such an affair 
in this neighborhood. 

‘What will become of the plans to have 
a second and third banquet I cannot say, 
except that if they are arranged, we will 
have the money ready to pay for them. if 
it is arranged to give the Viceroy a Chinese 
dinner there will be plenty of material for 
the dishes. We have all the luxuries and 
delicacies necessary in our stores from 
sharks’ fins to birds’ nesis.’’ 

Lee Fon’s information was corroborated 
by many other merchants, Even Chu Beng, 
commonly called the Mayor of Chinatown, 
but who was elected as pacificator, or

A Single Commissioner Empowered to 
Act by Unanimous Vote-—-The 
Chapters Dealing with the De- 
partments of Buildings, Chari- 
ties, Correction, and the Fire De- 
partment Made Public—Powers 
of Commissioner of Charities. 


The sub-committee on draft’ of the Great- 
er New-York Commission yesterday made 
public Chapters 12, 13, 14, and 15 of the 
charter, providing for the Departments of 
Buildings, Public Charities, Correction, and 
the Fire Department. 
to the Department of Buildings, contains 
a complete codification of the laws. gov- 
erning the erection of buildings in New- 
York City, and covers seventy-seven pages. 
The head of the department is cailed Com- 
missioner of Buildings, instead of Superin- 
tendent, as now, and is to be appointed 
and removed at pleasure by the Mayor. 
His term is to be two years, and he must 


be a competent architect or builder of at 


least ten years’ experience, 

The Commissioner of Buildings shall ap- 
point Deputy Commissioners, 
have the same qualifications as the Com- 
missioner, and the Inspectors must be com- 
petent architects, civil engineers, masons, 
carpenters, or ironmworkers of at least ten 
years’ experience. They shall pass, as now, 
a civil service examination before 
Board of Examiners of the 
similar to the present board.

it is the apparent intention of the law- 
makers to prohibit the erection of frame 
buildings south of the line mentioned in 
the opening of the section, but an error 
in either the punctuation or the wording of 
the section has made the provision mean- 
ingless. The section reads: 

No frame or wooden buildng shall hereafter 
be built, except as in this section authorized. 
In that portion of sald city bounded by the 
North River, from the Battery to a 
— 100 feet north of the northerly side of One 
iundred and Sixty-fifth Street, and running 
thence easterly 100 feet north of the northerly 
side of One Hundred and Sixty-fifth Street, to a 
point 100 feet west of the western side of the 
Boulevard; thence northerly on a line drawn 100

ninth Street until it meets the centre line of 
Third Avenue; thence northerly along said centre 
iine of Third Avenue to a point which is Gistant 
200 feet north of the northerly part of Weat- 
chester Avenue; thence easterly along a line al- 
ways distant 200 feet north of said northerly line 
of Westchester Avenue to the centre line of 
Trinity Avenue to the East River of Bronx 
Kills; and thence by the Kast River to the place 
of beginning. North, west, and eest of the Hm- 
its before described, no frame buliding to be oc- 
cupied as a stable shall be erected ufgon any pier, 
wharf, or bulkhead of the water front, nor shal! 
any frame building, to be occupied or.used as a 
stable, workshop, or manufactory, be built more 
than two. stceries or 25 feet in height, 
nor shall any wooden tower or spire be built or 
rebullt to a greater height than 60 feet. Three- 
story frame dwellings with single roofs and 
twelye-inch brick foundation walls under the 
same, may be built to a height of 35 
feet north and east of the limits before pre- 
scribed. No frame dwelling house hereafter 
erected shali be occupled by more than one fam- 
ly on each floor, nor shall any frame building 
already erected be altered to be oceupted by 
more than three families. Fences of wood shall 
not be erected over 10 feet high. Signs of wood 
shall not be erected over 2 feet high on any 
building. ° 

There is no provision relative to the 
erection of frame buildings in the boroughs 
of Richmond, Brooklyn, Williamsburg, or 
Queens. . 

Chapter i3, relating to the Department 
of Public Charities, provides for one Com- 
missioner of Charities instead of three, 
who shall be appointed and removed at 
pleasure by the Mayor, and whose terin of 
office shall be co-extensive with that of the 
Mayor appointing him. The Commissioner 
fhail have power to appoint a deputy to be 
seated in the Municipal Building of Brook- 
lyn, and shall administer all the affairs of 
the department in the boroughs of Brook- 
lyn, Queens, and Williamsburg, while 
another branch office shall be located in the 
borough of Richmond, and the Municipal 
Assembly may establish a branch office in 
the borough of the Bronx. The Commis- 
sioner of Public Charities is endowed with 
the same powers now possessed by the 


Commissioner of Public Charities in New- 
York City (the writerg of the charter, no 
doubt, mean Commissioners) and the Board 
of Charities of the County of Kings. 

The Commissioner is required to establish 
emergency reception wards for persons in- 
jured or taken ill in the streets at such 
places as may be directed by the Municipal 
Assembly, and is authorized to establish 
an inebriate asylum in his discretion, 
employ as much help therein as he deems 
best, and fix thelr salaries. Ali fines im- 
posed for intoxication or disorderly conduct 
in the City of New-York are to be paid 
over to the Commissioner. He is empow- 
ered to introduce cures for inebriation at 
this asylum, shall make rules and regula- 
tions for its government, “and he shail 
have full power and authority to regulate 
and control the inmates of sald asylum, 
and to establish such provisions for moral 
and sanitary discipline as he may deem ex- 
pedient.” : 

The Commissianer is empowered to trans- 
fer to the inebriate asylurn any persons In 
the almshouse or workhouse under his con- 
trol whom he may think fit, although else- 
where in the act the workhouse is recog- 
nized as being under the contro! of the 
Commissioner of Correction. The subordi- 
nates of the Commissioner are empowered 
to punish any pauper who refuses to work 
by imprisonment on a diet of bread and 
water for such length of time as such 
subordinate may deem necessary. 

The Commissioner, ‘‘ when authorized by 
the Court of Sessions,” may bind out to 
service as a laborer, servant, 
sopresticy any person comunitted for dis-

The commissioner is em- 
powered with the same powers as the pres- 
ent Commissioner of Correction m New- 
York and the same powers over misdemean- 
ants and criminais as are now vested in 
the Board of Charities for the County, of 
Kings. The Commissioner is directed to 
keep paupers end criminals employed sep- 
arately, although the almshouses in the 
preceding chapter are placed under the 
control of .the Commissioner of Public 
Charities. 

Chapter 15, dealing with the fire_depart- 
ment, provides for a single Fire Commis- 
sioner, appointed by the Mayor and remov- 
able by him at pleasure, who shall appoint 
a deputy commissioner with headquarters 
in Brooklyn, to have control of the depart- 
ment in the boroughs of Brooklyn and 
Williamsburg. 

The uniformed force in Brooklyn and 
Long Island City are made members of the 
fire department of the City of New-York, 
with the rank and grade now held by 
them. The paid fire department system 
shall be extended over the boruugh of Rich- 
mond, and the volunteer fire department 
there shall be disbanded. Amy property and 
equipment used by said volunteer force 
may be purchased by the Fire Commission- 
er at its reasonable value. Until the vol- 
unteer fire companies in the borough of 
Richmond shall be disbanded, they shall be 
subject to the Fire Commissioner, who may 
detail an officer to command themi. 

It is provided that there shall be, as 
now, an Inspector of Combustibles, and 
the Fire Commissioner may estabiish such 
other bureaus and appoint as many of- 
ficers and firemen as he may deem neces- 
sary. 

Any member of the uniformed force who 
Shall run for any elective office shall be 
held to have vacated his office in the de- 
partment. 

The Fire Commissioners may appoint and 
remove at pleasure two Fire Marshals, one 
tor the Boroughs of Brooklyn and Will- 
jamsburg and one for all the remaining 
boroughs, each of whom shall have within 
his territory all the power now vested in 
the Fire Marshal of the City of New-York. 

The haste with which the charter is. be- 
ing drafted appears in the following: * The 
Fire Commissioner,shall have power, by a 
unanimous vote, to retire from service any 
officer disqualified,”’ &c.

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THE CAMPAIGN IN KANSAS WILL 
BE AN INTERESTING ONE. 


Republicans Will Make an Earnest 
Attempt to Return a Solid Dele- 
gation in’Favor of Sound Money, 
and Will Receive Substantial As- 
sistance from Mark Hanna—The 
Populists Have Selected a Pecul- 
iar Lot of Candidates. 


TOPEKA; Kan., Aug. 26.—The . contest 
over the seven Congressmen from this 
State will be the great political fight of the 
present carnpaign in Kansas. Even thus 
early in the campaign the lines are being 


tightly drawn and the Congressional fight 
is the centre of political interest. The 
issue is clearly drawn between gold and 
Silver, and both parties are losing sight 
of the State ticket, in a measure, in their 
energetic endeavor to send a pronounced 
Congressional delegation from Kansas. 

The outlook ts very gratifying to the 
gold men, and they assert with much con- 
fidence that they will elect all of the 
Republican Congressional nominees. They, 
however, realize that the silver men are 
not idle, aad are preparing to make the 
Sreatest political fight of recent years. 
Cyrus Leland, the ‘‘boss” of the Repub- 
lican Party in Kansas, is a member of the 
Executive Committee of the National Re- 
publican Committee. He stands close to 
Mark Hanna, and it is through his influ- 
ence that the committee has decided to 
lend its aid to the State Committee in order 
to make sure of a gold delegation to Con- 
gress from Kansas, 

Realizing that a big fight would be made 
by the opposition, the Republicans in their 
selection of candidates were very careful to 
choose the best Congressional timber ob- 
iainable. Their ticket is: R. W. Blue, 
Congressman at Large: Case Broderick 
Virst District; J. P. Harris, Second; S. 8. 
Kirkpatrick, Third; Charles Curtis, Fourth; 
W. <A. Calderhead. Fifth; A. H. Ellis, 
Sixth, and Chester [. Long, Seventh. 
With but two exceptions, all of the Re- 
publican candidates represent their re- 
spective districts in Congress at the present 
time, and have made records highly satis- 
factory te their constituents and to the 
State generally. Of the two new candi- 
dates, A. H. Ellis has been District Judge 
in his district for a number of years, and 
is a man of recognized ability. J. P. Harris 
is an old soldier and his familiar figure 
can always be seen mingling with ‘“ the 
boys ”’ at the camp fires. He was Depart- 
ment Commander of the Grand Army of the 
Republic of Kansas last year He has 
represented his county in the State Leg- 
islature and has been prominent in State 
politics for many years. 

Arrayed against the 
dates are a set of men generally looked 
upon as political jokes. The Populisis 
seem to have started out on the wrong foot 
this year. In their first convention they 
made a big blunder, and throughout the 
entire series of conventions they seemed 
determined to keep vp that pace. In many 
instances the Populist Congressional can- 
didates are said to be the weakest men 
that could have been put up. 

The Populist nominee for Congresaman 
at Large is J. D. Botkin of Neodesha. He 
was pastor of the Methodist Church at 
Wellington a few years ago, when he got 
into trouble with several members of his 
flock. Charges were filled against him and 
a church trial was ordered. He resigned 
under fire, and since then has been out on 
the sturnp preaching Populistie doctrine. 
He also has been an office seeker ever 
since. He was the Populist candidate for 
Congress in the Third District against S 
S. Kirkpatrick two years ago, and also 
Was the Prohibition candidate for Governor 
in 1888. 

In the First District the Populists have 
nominated another preacher’ for Congres: 
in the person of H. E. Ballou o? Seneca. 
He is a minister of the Church of God 
of that place. He ran for Probate Judge 
last Fall, but was defeated. A story is told 
on him that he got into a political joint 
debate with his opponent, and talked until 
2 o’clock in the morning. Nearly all the 
audience had gone home, and over half of 
those remaining were asleep when he fin- 
ished. He thus cheated his opponent out 
of an opportunity to be heard. 

M. SS. Peters, a live stock commission 
man of Kansas City, Kan., has been nomi- 
nated by the Populists for Congress in the 
Second District. He formerly was quite 
a wealthy man, but lost his money and 
turned Populist. We ran for Sheriff two 
years ago in Wyandotte County, but was 
defeated. He came into prominence a few 
years ago in his fight with the commission 
men of Kansas City. He organized a com- 
pany which divided protits with the ship- 
pers. Injunction proceedings were filed, 
and he finally was beaten by the Live 
Stock Exchange. 

In the Third District the Populists have 
nominated for Congresa a second edition 
of * Buffalo Bill’’ in the person of ‘‘ Ea” 
R. Ridgeley of Pittsburg. He is a typical 
Westerner. He came to Kansas in its 
early days, but when the State setiled 
down to civilization his roving spirit as- 
serted itself, and he -went to Texas and 
From there he 
drifted out to Ogden, Utah, thence back 
to Kansas, where he opened up a general 
merchandise store. While in Utah he met 
‘*Coin” Harvey, and is said to be the 
mar. who coriverted Bervey to his present 
free-silver faith. Despite his uncouth ap- 
pearance and rough ways, Ridgeley is a 
man of remarkable personal magnetism and 
a convincing talker. In many ways he re- 
semblies the famous'’' Jim” Lane of Kan- 
sas. He will make an energetic and ef- 
fective campaign. 

In the Fourth District the Populists have 
selected John Madden, a lawyer of Em- 
poria. Curtis, two years ago, was elect- 
ed by about 7,000 majority, and the in- 
teresting question now is, Can he make it 
10,000 this year? 

The Populist nominee for Congress in the 
Fifth District is W. | Vincent of Clay 
Center. Vincent was connected with the 
Lewelling régime, being a member of the 
State Railway Commission. He is an old- 
time political ‘‘ kicker.” He went off many 
years ago with the greenback craze and 
was a Greenbacker until the Popilist Party 
came intd existence. He is no public speak- 
er, but will ynake a handshaking campaign. 

N. B. McCormick, a Phillipsburg lawyer, 
has been nominated by the Populists for 
Congress in the Sixth District. McCor- 
mick has been County Attorney of his 
county for a coupie of terms, but outside 
of that is a new man in politics. He 
claims to be an old soldier, but his record is 
somewhat under a cloud. He said he was 
a2 member of the Thirteenth Pennsylvania 
Cavalry, but a letter received from the 
authorities at Washington says that no 
such man was enrolled during the war. 
When shown this letter, McCormick said 
he was mistaken, that it was the Twenty- 
seventh Pennsylvania’ Cavalry. Another 
letter of inquiry -was scent, and the repiy 
stated that there was no such cavalry regi- 
ment organized during the war. 

In the Seventh District the Populists 
have again chosen their old idol, the “ Sock- 
less’? Jerry Simpson. The story is told of 
him by David Leahy, associate editor of 
The Wichita Eagle, that his candidacy for 
Congress was first started in 1890 as a 
joke by @ number of farmers in that dis- 
trict. his was before the ‘strength of the 
Farmers’ Alliance was realized by the peo- 
pie.

PORT ANGELES, Washington, Aug. 26.— 
The War Department has directed Brig. 
Gen. E. Otis, commanding the Department 
of the Columbia, to clear all settlers off 
military reservations on Puget Sound, The 
order is preliminary to the early fortify- 
ing of inrportant strategic points along the 
Northwestern frontier. In obedience to the 
orders, officers from headquarters at Van- 
couver, Washington, have been engaged 
during the past few days in making @ 
round of the Puget Sound country. 

At a number of places settlers have been 
found who for years pest have been in 
possession of military reserves. The or- 
der to move out has been generally taken 
with pretty good grace, since the inevitable 
has. been looked forward to ever since a 
cautionary order on this subject was is- 
sued to the squatters as long aS a year ago.

This case was consigned to Frederick 
Vietor & Achelis of 66 Leonard Street, and, 
throwing it on his truck, Galway, assisted 
by some loaders, placed his own cases 
aboard. Then he paid the men who had 
helped him load up. One of them asked for 
2. nickel for helping him load‘the first case, 
but he refused it, because of the lightness 
of the box, and drove off. 

When Foller’s truckmen went for his ease 
of dress goods it could not be found., The 
Whole store was searched in vain. Then 
word was sent to the Leonard Street Police 
Station, and Capt. Cross detailed the 
tectives on the case. 

The first clew they got was the result of 
the incident between Galway and the trad- 
ers, One man recollecting that Jackson’s 
itruckman had taken away a French ease, 
whereas the delivery clerk found that he 
had no order for one. 

This clew was seemingly exploded when

He was, finally found at 342 Madison 
Street, where he lived with his widowed 
mother. For the past three days and nights 
the detectives have continually been trying 
to find the young man. 

They went to the house where the famfly 
tive, on the top floor, yesterday, but the 
boy’s mother denied that he was there. 
After much persuasion, however, she called 
him from the roof, when a detective ac- 
cused him of the robbery. 

He denied point-blank at first any knowl- 
edge of it, but later owned up to taking the 
case by mistake. He sald he feared to re- 
turn it lest he be arrested. 

At this juncture Mrs. Galway threw up 
her hands, as the truth flashed on her mind, 
and exclaimed: ‘‘ My God! What? My boy 
a thief?’’
